MAY IT PLEASE YOUR GRACE, 

the undersigned. Commissioners appointed for eilquirimr into the 
» ▼ several Funds and Revenues granted for the purposes of Education, 
and into the state and condition of all Schools in Ireland, upon public or 
charitable Foundations, in pursuance of the powers vested in us, beg leave to 
submit to your Grace our Report upon the followingCLAssiCAL Schools 
of private Foundation in Ireland : 

CLONMEL SCHOOL: 

This School was endowed in the year 1685, by Richard Moore, esq. and 
Stephen his Son ; who on the 7th of May in the year aforesaid, conveyed 
certain Lands in the County of Tipperary to Charles Alcock and Thomas 
Bally, esqrs. their Heirs and Assigns, to the intent, that a Free School should 
be erected in the Town of Clonmel, for the Education and Teaching of all the 
Protestant Children gratis ; ami in Trust, that they employ the yearly Rents 
arising from the said Lands in maintaining the said School ; and the said Deed 
empowered James Duke of Ormond, the said Richard Moore and Stephen 
Moore, esqrs, or their Heirs, and the Mayor of Clonmel, or any two of them, 
to appoint and change the Master and Masters of the said School, as they shall 
think lit and convenient. And it should seem that there were other limitations 
respecting the Patronage of said School, as will appear in the subsequent part 
-of this Report. This Endowment consists of 370 Acres of Land in the County 
of Tipperary, and of a very old School House in the Town of Clonmel, which 
the present Master, the Reverend Richard Carey, upon his examination before 
ns, (nth May 1S09) declared to be capable of accommodating forty Boarders, 
but to be at present in such very had repair as to require several hundred 
pounds to be expended upon it to make it lit for the reception of resident 
(j 2 ,i «.) ^3 A Pupils. 
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2 TWELFTH REPORT from the COMMISSIONERS [Classical 
Pupils. Mr. Carey having purchased from a Mr. Watts, who had been in 
1773 joint Master with him, his interest in the Income of the School for 
«£. £70, was appointed sole Master of this School in the year 1777, by the then 
Earl of Mounteashel the descendant of the Founder, and the Mayor of 
Clonmel, the Trusters of the Endowment. It appears that the Lands "which 
belong to this foundation were leaded in the year 1788, by the then Earl of 
Mounteashel and the Mayor of Clonmel, to Edward Collins, esq. for three 
Lives or 52 years, which ever should last the longest, at the yearly Rent of 
£■ 200, {subject to a Quit-rent of 5. 14.1. per annum) which Rent was 
very much under their real Value; for it appears, that in five years after this 
Lease was made, Mr. Collins let the Lands to a Mr. Maher, for the remainder 
of his term, at £. 400 per annum. It further appeared from the examination 
of the Master, Mr. Carey, that he having been appointed by the said Earl of 
Mounteashel and Mayor of Clonmel, and being removable at their pleasure, 
did acquiesce in the said Lease till about the year 1801, when the Patronage 
of this School having been, as Mr. Carey has stated to us, transferred from 
the Mounteashel Family to John Bagwell, esq. by the Sale of the Estate to 
which it was appendant, Mr. Carey commenced a Suit in Chancery, with the 
approbation of the present Patron, to set aside the said Lease. It appears that 
this Suit at Law has been carried on at the sole expense of the Master and that 
it was lately determined by the Chancellor’s Decree, that the Lease to Edward 
Collins, esq. should be set aside; but that the under Lease made by him to 
Mr. Maher should be confirmed for the refidue of his Term, of which, as we 
are informed, about 30 years are unexpired, and two of the Lives still in being. 
The present Income, therefore, which the Master derives from the Estates of the 
Endowment, is ,£.400 per annum, but Mr. Carey has stated their present Value 
to be about £. 700 per annum. 

With respect to the present state of the School itself, we find that Mr. Carey 
has not at present any Boarders; but he states that at former periods he has 
often had forty ; his number of Scholars, when we examined him, consisted 
of. 21 Day-scholars, most of whom are Roman Catholics. One only of his 
Boys is a Free Scholar; six of his Pupils are the Sons of Freemen of the Town 
of Clonmel, and as such are entitled under the original Grant to their Educa- 
tion gratis; but their Parents being Persons in good circumstances do not 
claim the privilege. The Terms of Tuition for day Scholars are 4 Guineas 
per annum, and 1 Guinea entrance ; the course of Education is confined to 
the Classics. No assistants are kept by Mr. Carey, nor is there any provision 
for Instruction in Writing and Arithmetic, &c. in this Establishment, 
for it appears, that there is an English and Writing School in the Town 
of Clonmel, to which Mr. Carey’s Scholars resort; and he has further stated to 
us, that there is nor much demand for classical instruction in Clonmel, although 
the Town is rich and populous, most of the Inhabitants preferring to educate 
their Children for Trade and Business. There do not appear to be any Statures 
or Regulations for the Government of this School, nor is there at present any 
Visitor to examine into its management. The Master, however, by the original 
Grant, is removable at pleasure. There is not any fund or provision for the 
repairs of the School House (which is a very extensive concern) except what 
the Master pleases to appropriate out of his annual Income for that purpose. 

CARICKMACROSS SCHOOL: 

Tins School, which is also a classical one, was founded in the year 1G1 1, by 
Lord Weymouth. The Endowment consists of a House and a Rent-charge 
of £■ 70 per anuum, British, payable to the Master and his successors, charged 
on the Estates of the Founder in the County of Monaghan, now in the pos- 
session of the Marquis of Bath. This Grant was originally designed for the 
Education of the Children of the Tenants resident on the Weymouth Estate 
in the Barony of l'arney ; but it appears that this privilege has not been gene- 
rally claimed by them. The late Master, the Reverend Doctor Shields, who was 
appointed in the year 1803, by the Marquis of Bath, having never had all together 
more than seven tree Scholars, though he has stated to us, that he has never 
refused an application for their admittance. Doctor Shields at the time of his 
examination before us, in May 1809, had in his School forty-seven Boarders, and 
eleven Day-scholars, one of whom, was a free Scholar; and almost all his Day- 
scholars were of the Roman Catholic Religion. His Terms \\ ere as follows, 

twenty - 
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twenty-eight Guineas per annum, and five Guineas entrance for Boarders, and 
four Guineas per annum and one Guinea entrance for Day-scholars. The course 
•of Instruction is classical, with the usual opportunities of Instruction iu 
Mathematics, French, &c. 

It appears that when the late Master was appointed, the School House was 
in very bad repair; that it had been put into order by him at a considerable 
expense, a small part of which was defrayed by the Marquis of Bath out of his 
private Bounty. The School House is stated to us to be capable of con- 
taining fifty Boarders, with a very spacious School Room. The Play-ground 
and eight Acres of Land, and the Site of a part of the Offices of this School 
'(in which an Infirmary is included) are not a part of the Endowment, but 
rented by the Master at 34 per Annum. Dr. Shields had three classical 
Assistants, one at il.too per annum, another at <£.30 per annum, with board 
and lodging, also an under usher at £. 14 per annum, and board and lodging, 
“besides a French Master at£. 80 per annum, and a Writing Master at £. 40. 
The Pupils are charged Four Guineas additional price yearly tor French, and 
Two Guineas for Writing. 

By the original Deed of Endowment the Primate of Ireland, the Bishop of 
Clogher, the Provost of Trinity College, and their Succeifors, are appointed 
Visitors of this School, which is extremely well situated in every respect, there 
■being no great public classical School within twenty Miles of Carrickmacross. 
It docs not appear that there are any particular liatutcs or regulations for the 
government of this School. 

The late Master, Doctor Shields, appears to us to have devoted himself 
sedulously to the discharge of his duty. His establishment in point of 
Assistants was very liberal, compared with the rates usually paid in Ireland; 
and the School has risen in character since his appointment to the head of it; 
and in consequence of his very good character, and his abilities as a classical 
Teacher, he has been lately appointed by the Members of the Board of Erasmus 
Smith, Master of the School of Drogheda, the principal School of their foun- 
dation, and the greater part of his Scholars have followed him to that place, 
where he has already a very flourishing School. In consequence of Doctor 
Shields’ promotion, the Reverend S. Heatley has been appointed in May last 
to the Mastership of the School by the Marquis of Bath, with the same Income 
of £. 70 per annum British. This Gentleman has twelve boarders and nineteen 
Day-scholars — he lias represented to us, on oath, that the roof of the School 
House, owing to the removal, previous to his appointment, of a party wall, to 
enlarge the dormitories, is in a dangerous state ; and that many repairs are 
indispensably necessary for the safety of the roof, and to put the whole concern 
in proper order; that he lias had an estimate made by a Builder of the expense 
of these repairs, which amounts to <£.243. 5.?. 6 d. and which estimate lie thinks 
a moderate one. By the original grant, made about a century ago, the master 
is bound to keep the Buildings, which are numerous and spacious, in repair; 
hut we are of opinion that it will not be in the power of Mr. Ileatley out of 
his present Salary, as Schoolmaster, to put the School House in complete 
order, agreeably to the estimate for that purpose, which he laid before us; and 
therefore we are apprehensive, that unless lie receives some assistance the 
School House and other Buildings may fall to decay, lie lias expressed his 
readiness to us, should the concerns be once put into complete repair for him, 
to keep them in good condition. 

KILKENNY SCHOOL, or COLLEGE: 

The Endowment of this Foundation consists of a House, and two Acres and 
three roods of Land contiguous thereto, together with a Rent-charge of£. 140 per 
annum, payable to the Master and his successors for ever; and charged 011 certain 
Estates in "Land, and Tytlies belonging to the Ormond family in the County of 
Kilkenny and Queen’s County. The School, or College of Kilkenny, as it is com- 
monly called, was founded by James Duke of Ormond, in the year 1684, who by 
Deed] bearing date the 1 8th of March, granted to certain Trustees, and their 
Heirs and Assigns for ever, a large Mansion House, and a Meadow adjoining, 
for the use of a School ; and vested in them certain Rectories and Tytlies in the 
Counties before-mentioned, to pay out of the first rents or issues thereof 
2t8. £■ 140 
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.£•140 yearly for ever to the Schoolmaster for his own maintenance, and for 
the maintenance of one or more Usher or Ushers, to be chosen and employed 
by such Master; and to the intent that there shall be so much laid out from 
time to time as shall be necessary to repairs; and if his Majesty, his Heirs 
or Successors, at the request of the said Duke and of the Visitors, shall be 
pleased to make the said School a Free School, and to erect a Corporation for 
tiie government thereof, according to the ftatutes made by the said Duke, 
then and in such case the said Duke empowers the Trustees to make a Con- 
veyance of the Premises to such Corporation. According to one of these 
statutes, the Master was to be chosen by the Founder, and the heirs male 
of his body, Dukes of Ormond, who were to be Patrons and Governors ; but 
upon failure of spell Issue, the Provost, Fellows and Scholars of Trinity College, 
Dublin, were to be Patrons and Governors: the Bishops of Ossorv and °of 
I-eighlin and Ferns, together with the said Provost, all for the time*being, to 
be Visitors, and to visit yearly if they see occasion, who then (inter alia), if 
there be foundation Scholars, shall choose them for the University. The Master 
is by the statutes to charge the rates of the most remarkable School in Dublin, 
but for the Children of the Inhabitants of Kilkenny half as much : Children in 
the service of the Duke of Ormond to be admitted gratis. Visitors may 
recommend Boys, for whose Tabling persons out of charity may be disposed 
to pay, to be taught gratis. 1 

By the failure of the Issue Male of the body of the Duke of Ormond the 
government and patronage of the School devolved upon the Provost and 
Board of Fellows of Trinity College, Dublin, in or about the year 1773, when 
they appointed Doctor John Ellison, Schoolmaster. The House having been 
at that period nearly in ruins, Doctor Ellison, upon two or three applications 
made by him to the Irish House of Commons, obtained grants of sums of 
money to the amount of £ 5,064, to be laid out in building a new one. 
Accordingly the present spacious and noble School House was erected under 
the superintendence of Doctor Ellison ; it is situated at the entrance of the 
town of Kilkenny, on the banks of the river opposite to the castle of the Earl 
of Ormond ; is built of stone in the most permanent manner, and is capable of 
containing eighty Boarders in single beds; it has every convenient office 
annexed to it. The concern is kept in repair by the Master, and is stated to us 
to be now in excellent order. 

T ,ie Reverend Doctor Pack was appointed Master by the Provost and Board 
of J nnity College in 1793. He stated upon his examination before us on the 
11 th of May 1809, that he had at that period twenty Boarders, and twenty- 
four Day-scholars, but no free Scholars. He had just before had seven more 
Scholars, whom he had lately entered into the University of Dublin; his 
terms were thirty Guineas a year for Boarders, and six Guineas entrance ; and 
four Guineas per annum, and one entrance, for Day -scholars. He kept two 
classical Assistants at a salary of filly pounds each per annum, with board 
ami lodging. He stated also that the Bishop of Ossory and the late Provost of 
i rinity College, Doctor Hall, had at different times inspected his School as 
Visitors. That previous to the year of the rebellion in 1798 his School had been 
more numerous, having had at that period forty-three Boarders, ten of whom 
were of the Roman Catholic religion ; but that since that period he had never 
had but one of that persuasion. There is at present a classical academy kept 
by a Roman Catholic Clergyman in the town of Kilkenny, in w hich young 
Roman Catholics intended for their priesthood are educated. The plan of 
instruction varies little at Kilkenny School from those adopted in the other 
great classical Schools in Ireland ; and it appears to 11s that Doctor Pack lias 
regularly and carefully attended to the duties of his situation. Doctor Pack 
hawing in 1809 resigned the Mastership of this School, the Reverend Andrew 
O’Callaghan was appointed Master of it in the month of January 1810. We 
have received a return of the state of this School up to the 6th of March 1812 
by which it appears, that Mr. O'Callaghan has forty-six Boarders in the House* 
and thirty- nine Day-scholars, two of the former and five of the latter are Roman 
Catholics, and four of his Day-scholars arc free. Mr. O’Cailaghan has a head 
Usher at a salary of £. 100 per annum, and two others, one at £. 80, and the 
other at forty Guineas per annum, besides an English assistant at ,£.50 per 
.annum. His terms are thirty-four Guineas a year ror each Boarder, and six 

Guineas 
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•Guineas entrance, and for Day-scholars, 6 Guineas a year with one Guinea en- 
trance. This School House, one of the largest and most convenient buildings of 
the description in Ireland, is kept in repair at the expense of the Master, there 
being no provision made by the statutes for repairs. 

There are Statutes or Regulations framed by the illustrious Founder, as 
already mentioned, for the government of this School, but subject to alteration 
at the discretion of the visitors, who have, in some very few instances varied 
the original rules ; as for example, in raising the terms for Day-scholars from 
half a Guinea, the rate prescribed by the Founder, to one Guinea per quarter; 
but these alterations appear not to have been made by writing, a practice, for 
obvious reasons, not to be approved of. 

MIDDLETON SCHOOL: 

A School was founded at Middleton, in the County of Cork, in the year 1G96, 
by Elizabeth Countess of Orkney; who by Deed, bearing date the 23d of 
■October, in that year, conveyed certain Lands in the County of Cork to Alan 
Broderick and Lawrence Clayton, esquires, in Trust, to build a School House, 
with ail suitable conveniences, in the Town of Middleton, and to be called a 
Free School there ; and the said Deed directs that the majority of the Governors 
■of the said School should appoint from time to time Head Masters, Ushers, and. 
Writing Masters, at the Salaries following ; 



Head Master - - - - - - -100 

An Usher - -- -- -- - 20 

Writing Master, whether the same be the Usher or not 20 
That there should be laid by for Repairs and contingent 
Charges - - - - - - " . 10 

And for Exhibitions to the University, no one Exhibi- 
tion to exceed «£.

The said Countess appoints certain persons named in the said Deed to the 
number of seven, and their Heirs, together with the Bishop of Cork, and 
Sovereign of the Town of Middleton, both for the time being, Governors of the 
said School and its Revenues, and upon the death of anyone or more of the said 
Governors, the major part of the survivors then present are empowered to 
elect a new Governor or Governors. 

The Estates which form the Endowment of this School, and which are stated 
to us to contain two thousand Acres, have been let for Lives, renewable for ever, 
in two separate Leases, each at the yearly rent of «£. 100, and a fine of <£.25 
at the fall of every Life ; one of said Leases, as we are informed, was made in the 
year 1710, the other about two years afterwards. But the powers under which 
these Leases were granted we have not been able to ascertain, but we think the 
subject one worthy of investigation. The Lands are stated to us by the present 
Master, to be now worth .£.2,000 per annum. There is a School House 
belonging to this Endowment capable of containing fifty Boarders. It is stated 
vto us by "the Master, and by our Secretary, who have inspected it, to be very 
old, having' been built above a century ago, and to be now in very bad 
■repair, tl\e roof requiring to be renewed and slated ; a large Garden and an Acre 
of ground are annexed to the Endowment, besides which there are twenty 
Acres of Land, worth, as stated by the Master to us, five pounds per Acre, let to 
him by Lord Middleton at the low rent of thirty shillings. 

The Reverend Richard Grier is the present Master of this School, to which lie 
was appointed in the year i 799 > b y tbe Archbishop of Cashel, the late Earl of 
Shannon, the late Bishop of Cork, Doctor Stopford, and the then Sovereign ot 
Middleton, the Governors of the School. The Master stated his income to 
us to consist of the following salary and allowances, £. 100 per annum salary, 
as Master ; £. 40 per annum allowed for an Usher ; £. 10 as Agent for receiving 
the present Income of the Endowment ; £. 10 per annum for Repairs; and four 
Exhibitions of £. 10 each, paid upon the entrance of each Boy into College, but 
which is withdrawn, as the Master has stated to us, if the lad does not obtain 
sl Scholarship ; but there are exceptions to the rigid compliance with this rule. 
The surplus of the Exhibitions, when not claimed, is devoted, according to his 
g 1 B statement 
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-statement to us, to the repairs of the House, and accounted for to the Governors 
who are also empowered to dispose of this forty pounds per annum for other 
charitable purposes, as they shall think fit : It is to be observed, there was one 
lad enjoying the Exhibition of £. l/j, when we examined Mr. Grier in May 
1S09. The Master has further stated, that the casual surplus of these Exhibitions, 
together with the £. 10 allowed him regularly for repairs, is not sufficient to 
keep the Buildings in complete order, hut merely suffices to keep the House 
habitable, it being so old, and requiring constant repairs. Mr. Grier had but 
six Boarders and eight Day-scholars at "the time of his Examination before us, 
two of whom were Roman Catholics. Four of his Scholars had just left him, 
two of whom he had entered into the University : he had no free Scholars. He 
■is bound to instruct any poor lad recommended by the Governors, but none 
have been lately recommended. Mr. Grier lias one classical assistant, to 
whom lie pays forty Guineas per annum (£.40 of which is allowed by the 
'Governors as already stated,) with board and lodging: His terms are thirtv 
G uineas per annum and five entrance, for Boarders, and eight Guineas a year 
with one entrance for Day -scholars ; for French and Dancing there are extra 
■ charges of four Guineas per annum each, and two Guineas for Writing and 
Arithmetic, The course of instruction is the usual classical one, preparatory to 
entrance into the University, with the addition of Euclid and Logic, and a 
good course of instruction in English. This School has greatly declined in 
point of numbers; for we find, that in the year 1783, under a former Master, 
it contained sixty-five Boarders; in 1788 ft contained but ten Boarders, and 
eight Day-scholars, and the present Master had, when we examined him, onlv 
fourteen boys all together, hut he stated to us that lie had at one time forty- 
seven Boarders. Tie attributes this decline to what he calls the fluctuation of 
Schools, and to the bad state of the School Mouse. Other causes may have 
-combined. There are several large classical Schools kept by private individuals 
in its neighbourhood, one very considerable one at Fermoy, which is but fifteen 
miles' from Middleton ; two at Youghall; one also six miies from Middleton, 
and another within five miles of it, the blaster of which is a Roman Catholic 
Clergyman. The Governors of this School are the Visitors. There are no 
particular Statutes, except those Rules relative to the Exhibition, and the 
admittance of free Scholars recommended by the Governors, as already 
stated. J 

A Mr. Harris, of Cork, left the Profit-Rents of two Houses in Cork, in the year 
1723 (their value not specified) for the establishment of a Mathematical 
Lecturership upon certain conditions at this School ; but the bequest has never 
been paid to this Endowment, for what reason, we are-uninformed. 

CORPORATION SCHOOL, WATERFORD CITY: 

We have not bee-n able to trace the history of this Endowment, and according 
to the conception of the present Master, whom we examined in May 1809, it. 
is optional on the part of the Corporation of Waterford, whether to'allow any 
Salary or not: they have never, however, refused to pay the Master of this 
School; for it appears, that one hundred pounds per annum has been annually 
paid by the Corporation, by Orders on their City Chamberlain, to the Master 
for the time being, who is likewise bound in consideration of this Salary to 
preach and read prayers on every Sunday in Saint Olave’s Church in that City ; 
the occasional duties of the Parish being discharged by a Curate. The pre- 
sent Master, the Reverend John Fraser, was appointed by the Corporation of 
Waterford in the year 1793, by an Order entered in the' Corporation Books. 
The School House consists of two adjoining Tenements, situate in Stephen- 
Street in Waterford, one of which, was purchased by the Corporation (in what 
year we are not informed,) and the other erected by them at an expense of 
■about £. 1,300. They are capable of accommodating sixty Boarders, but are 
staled to have been at the time of, our examination of the Master in bad repair, 
and what repairs have been made have been executed at the expense of the 
Master. There were in the School in 1809, six Boarders and twenty Day- 
scholars. none of which are free, nor does it appear that any such privilege is 
claimed. Mr. Fraser’s terms are for Boarders, thirty Guineas per annum, °and 
six .Guineas entrance , for Day-scholars that learn Latin, six Guineas per annum, 

and 
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and for English Scholars four, and one Guinea entrance for both, with the usual 
opportunities of instruction in Arithmetic, French, Dancing, &c. upon paying- 
for the same, It appears that this Master lias had heretofore at one time fifty- 
five Scholars, of which twenty-three were Boarders ; at present he has no 
Usher or classical assistant. It does not appear that there are any statutes or 
regulations for the government of this School, nor any Visitors, unless the 
Members of the Corporation of Waterford, in whom the appointment is vested, 
are to be considered as such ; nor lias any other Endowment or Bequest been 
made for the use of this School, except an exhibition of £. 15, given by the 
Will of the late Doctor Downes, of Waterford, for the use of a Student in Tri- 
nity College, till he shall have arrived at the standing of A. M. such Student 
to he from time to time elected in the manner anti subject to the conditions set 
forth in Doctor Downes’s Will. The course is much the same as that pursued 
in most of the classical Schools in Ireland. There are two other classical Schools, 
hut not upon any foundations, kept by private individuals in the City of 
Waterford. 

DUNDALK SCHOOL: 

This Endowment, situate in the Town of Dundalk, and County of Louth, 
consists of a School House capable of containing twenty-five Boarders, built 
by the Corporation of Dundalk, and one Acre of Land granted by them for 
the use of the Master, together with an annuity of fifty pounds per annum 
payable to the Master and his successors by the Earl of Roden, who inherited 
the Estates of the late Earl of Clanbrassil. This annuity was granted in con- 
sequence of a compact entered into between the late Earl of Clanbrassil and 
the Corporation, soon after the time of the original foundation of the School ; 
the latter having given to the former a part of certain Commons near the 
Town which were their property, upon condition that the Earl of Clanbrassil 
would endow this School with fifty pounds per annum ; and oblige the Master 
to educate the Sons of the Freemen of the Corporation for half a Guinea per 
quarter each. The Reverend Gervais Finlay is the present Master of this School ; 
he was appointed by the late Earl of Clanbrassil, the 9th of September 1787. 
He had, when we examined him in May 1809, thirty-six Scholars, fourteen of 
whom were Boarders, and of his Day-scholars fourteen availed themselves of the 
privilege of the grant in favour of the Sons of Freemen, and paid two Guineas 
per annum for their Education ; the other Day-scholars paid four Guineas per 
annum, and one entrance, and his Boarders twenty-four Guineas a year, 
and five entrance. At this School Mr. Finlay has formerly had forty-eight 
Scholars, of whom seventeen were Boarders. The Scholars have the usual oppor- 
tunities of Instruction in French, &c. from Masters who attend and on rea- 
sonable terms. There are two assistants kept at the expense of the Master, at 
the Salaries of £. 25 per annum each, with hoard and lodging, the one a clas- 
sical assistant, and the other a teacher of Writing and Mathematics. It ap- 
pears that the School House is kept in repair by the Master; peculiar attention 
appears to have been paid by Mr. Finlay, to the Religious Instruction of his 
Pupils, and to the appropriate employment of Sunday ; there are two other 
classical Schools, hut not upon any foundations* kept in the Town of Dun- 
dalk, one by a Dissenter, the ether by a Roman Catholic, the latter a very con- 
siderable one. 

LISMORE SCHOOL: 

There is a small Endowment for a School atLismorc, which was founded in 
the year 1610, by the Earl of Cork, who endowed it with a Rent-charge of 
£. 30 per annum, and half an Acre of Land. There is a School House capable 
of containing sixty Boarders ; the Duke of Devonshire is the present Patron of 
this School, by whom the present Master, the Reverend Thomas Crauford, was 
appointed in the year 1774, and who had formerly a very flourishing Classical 
School, and entered a great number of young men in the College of Dublin, 
who were a credit to his foundation ; hut owing to his great age and infirmities 
there are no Scholars at present educated at this F.ndowment. 

BAN DON SCHOOL: 

There is a classical School at Bandon, endowed by an Earl of Cork and Bur- 
iington, in theyear 1G10. The Endowment is twenty pounds annually, a Rent- 
al 8. C charge 
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charge on the Estates of the Founder, to which the Duke of Devonshire as is 
stated to us, gives every year a similar sum ot £. 20. The Reverend William 
Sullivan is the present Master, he inhabits a House lately built by order of the 
late Duke, for which he is to pay an annual rent proportioned to the expense of 
the building; what this rent is we have not been informed ; the Master lias at 
present, twenty Hoarders and twenty-five Day-scholars, he has one classical 
assistant ; no stipulation is made in the Endowment for the gratuitous Educa- 
tion of any Scholars. 

KINGSA L E SCHOOL: 

Therk is in the Town of Kingsale a classical School, endowed in 1767 bv 
Lord de Clifford, with a Salary of fifty pounds per annum, together with a 
large House formerly the residence of liis ancestor Mr. Southwell. The House 
had been suffered to go much to decay, but is now under repair at his Lord- 
ship’s expense, and will be capable of accommodating a considerable number 
of Hoarders. The Schoolmaster is the Reverend John Stewart, who has been 
lately appointed upon the resignation of Mr. Markam, who (his state of health 
not permitting him to perform the duties of the School) retired with the full 
Salary by stipulation with Mr. Stewart. The School was kept in 1810 in Mr. 
Stewart’s private House, wherein he is not able to accommodate more than 
two or three Boarders ; he had then about thirty Day-scholars. The Boys edu- 
cating at this School are the Sons of the neighbouring Gentlemen and wealthier 
class of Shopkeepers. 

CASTLEBAR: 

There was a Classical School kept in the Town of Castlebar in the year 1798; 
this was a very small Endowment of twenty pounds per annum, given by Lord 
Lucan ; but soon after that year this School was discontinued, and there is 
now no Classical School in Castlebar, as we are informed. 

CHARLEVILLE SCHOOL: 

This School was endowed by the ancestors of Lord Cork; in what year we 
have been unable to trace. The original Deed of Endowment lias been stated 
to us to have been destroyed by fire, and is not registered. Wc find from a 
document in our possession, drawn up by a Member of the former Board o'f 
Education in 1788, that in that year there were in Charleville the ruins of a 
large School House, which was destroyed by fire. The Endowment is forty 
pounds a year, paid by the present Lord Cork, who is stated to be very anxious 
that this School should flourish. We are informed, that there is at present a 
commodious School House, and that Lord Cork accommodates the Master with 
a House and Garden, at a low rent, for his habitation. A Mr. Willett is the pre- 
sent Master ; he has eight Boarders and twenty Day-boys. 

LIFFORD SCHOOL: 

A School was endowed here by Sir Richard Hansard, in the Reign of James 
the First, who by Will charged his Estate with thirty pounds per annum for a 
Master, and twenty pounds for an Usher of a Grammar School at Lifford, 
There was in the year 1788, a small House for the Master, and another for the 
Usher, and a School House which could accommodate ten Boarders, according 
to a document belonging to the former Board of’ 1788 in our possession. 
The Reverend Mr. Knox enjoys thirty pounds per annum, the Salary of the En- 
dowment, of which he was appointed Master many years since by. Lord Erne, the. 
Proprietor of the Hansard Estate. At present, by his account, there is a School 
House detached, and another large House, which is divided between him and a 
Mr. M'Crea, an old man, and a Land Surveyor, who receives the Usher’s 
salary of twenty pounds per annum, and who employs an English Master at a 
salary of six pounds per annum, and the profits of the Scholars, to teach Writing 
and Arithmetic to about thirty of the Children of the Town. The present 
Master has stated to us, that he has made efforts to obtain Scholars but without 
success, there being several classical Schools of good reputation near the 
Town and in the Neighbourhood. The House and School House are kept in 
repair by him. He states that upon his appointment he found them in very 
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bad condition, and lias laid out a considerable sum in repairs. It is evident 
however, that the intentions of the Founder in establishing a classical School 
at Lifford are not now carried into execution. 



CLONAKILTY SCHOOL: 

A Classical School has been recently established at Clonakilty in the County 
of Cork, bv the Earl of Shannon, who contracted for the budding of a School 
House, sufficiently large to accommodate thirty Boarders, for which his 
I ordship pays a rent of sixty pounds per annum. It was opened in 1808, and 
the It ever end II. W. Stewart was appointed Master by his Lordship : there is a 
play oround of more than half an acre, besides a garden belonging to the 
School House. This School having met with great encouragement in con- 
sequence of the character of the present Master, he has been obliged to enlarge 
his accommodation for Boarders, by taking an adjoining house, for which he 
pays a rent of forty pounds per annum, besides which lie has erected a spacious 
School Room adjoining to the original School House. The two Houses are now 
capable of accommodating nearly an hundred Boarders. The number at present 
consists of fifty-six, in addition to which he has twelve Day-scholars He has 
three resident’ Assistants, besides Masters for french, Writing and Dancing, 
who attend the School. The terms of Board and Tuition are not stated in the 
return made to us of this School ; which is at present one of the largest and most 
reputable endowed Classical Seminaries in the South of Ireland. 

RATHFARNHAM: 

Richard Wetheral, bv Will, dated 24th of April 1 752, devised certain Lands, 
&c. for the purpose of building a School House for a Grammar School at Kath- 
farnham, near Dublin, and paying a salary to a School Master. This Chanty 
has never been carried into effect. A suit was instituted 111 lJbS for the proper 
application of this Bequest; why it has tailed, or was discontinued, we bale not 
been able to ascertain.
